With the great hue and cry being raised 
of scientists in America, and wi 


extremist in education and politics interpreting the situation and the 
solution in terms that will suit his particular educational bias, someone, 


many someones, need to do a bit 
with some factual answers. 

And what better place to start 
searching than right at home, and 
what. better question than, ‘‘Do 
potential scientists get adequate 
training at Porterville high school 
and college?” 

The man best qualified to ans- 
wer the question. is probably Nap 
Easterbrook, superintendent of the 
high school and college district. 

His answer is a. qualified, 
“*Yes.”” 

On.the strength of what he says, 
and what other educators at high- 
er and lower levels, as well as re- 
sponsible representatives of press, 
radio and television are beginning 
to say, our national problem, 
boosted into headlines by the Rus- 
sian Sputniks, is not actually one 
of too few scientists. 

We can beat the Russians any 
Place we want to beat them, in 
fact we are beating them in many 
fields of science, but if we want 
to catch up in areas of missile and 
sattelite development where we 
may now be behind, we will have 
to concentrate on these things, 
and we face the possibility of 
greater concentration on certain 
military items in order to stay 
ahead.

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THE QUESTIONS ARE: STILL UNANSWERED 


Mayor Lester J. Hamilton, Councilman Jack Natzke and Council- 
man P. H. McKay Tuesday night committed the City of Porterville to 
cooperation in formation of a county-wide Area Planning commission, 
following considerable discussion, principally by Mayor Hamilton, 
around and about the subject but not directly on the subject. 

ln voting to go into the Area Planning commission program, these 
city councilmen did not answer the basic question that has been pro- 
pounded in these columns, "Why is it necessary to pile a third plan- 
ning group on top of the cities and county planning commissions that 
we now have? 

Councilmen A. K. Hodgson anid Councilman George Skilton sen- 
sibly voted against going into this scheme. 

In spite of comments, by those councilmen supporting the plan, 
that appeared ‘to belittle the importance of the step they took — 
comments to the effect that the city would move in on a sort of ob- 
server basis; that the idea could be dropped if it appeared things 
were not moving to the satisfaction of the city of Porterville, that 
there was no need to worry about costs of the program, the city of 
Porterville is now definitely committed by a “canned” resolution sent 
out by the county board of supervisors in which appears this para- 
graph: 

"Now, therefore be it jointly resolved by the board of supervisors 
of the county of Tulare and the city councils of the cities of Porterville, 
Tulare, Visalia, Dinuba, Exeter, Lindsay and Woodlake, as follows: 
1. That an Area Planning commission be, and the same is hereby es- 
tablished in accordance with Sections 65090-65094 of the government 
code to operate within a planning area generally designated as the 
Tulare County Planning area." 

If the other incorporated cities go along, and it appears now they 
will, since only Dinuba is holding out, the Area Planning Commission 
is established, and Porterville is committed. 

True enough, Porterville city councilmen must agree to the ulti- 
mate detailed plan of operation; true enough city councilmen must 
approve any money that the city of Porterville appropriates to this 
project; and true enough, just as Mayor Hamilton stated, the city can 
back out if it desires to do so. 

But as of now, Porterville is in, and by coming in has thrown its 
support to the plan. We seriously doubt that there will be any back-

‘But in so doing, we would sacri- 
fice the progress that we are mak- 
ing in other domestic fields — 
progress that brings our better 
living that Russia is far from ap- 
proaching. If American scientists 
and engineers had been in a mili- 
tary crash program the past 10 
years, we might now not have 
color television, corn cereal shot 
from a pistol, Salk vaccine, fertil- 
izers and insecticides that are do- 
ing such tremendous things for 
agriculture, information on use of 
radiation to improve crop produc- 
tion. Hundreds of accomplish- 
ments of our research scientists 
would simply not now exist. 

So the American problem is not 
that we have too few scientists to 
create rockets, and missiles, and 
military machines; our problem is 
that we Americans want more 
than just these things and we do

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lieve we must in these opening 
days of the space age, while at the 
same time continuing scientific 
progress in the domestic fields 
that leads to better living. 


“So”, says Easterbrook, ‘‘we 
have to first look at the big pic- 
ture when we talk of scientific 
education. I feel that & military 
crash program now is not the 
answer. We do have to channel 
more students into science and en- 
gineering, but at the same time 
we must keep our standards high 
in other important fields of edu- 
cation.” 

Getting right down to the ques- 
tion ‘of what Porterville high 
school offers that a future scien- 
tist must have, the answer is this: 
Mathematics, from algebra through 
solid geometry and trigonometry; 
physics, chemistry, biology physi- 
ology; in fact, the high school 
daily program shows 70 classes in 
the fields of mathematics and 
science — not all of them, how- 
ever, on the higher level. 

And also at Porterville college, 
basic courses are offered through 
which a student can qualify to 
continue his higher education in 
the fields of mathematics, science 
and engineering. 

So if we assume that Porterville 
high school and college are some- 
what typical of California schools 
of the same category, the picture 
doesn’t look too dark in the state, 
and in Porterville. 

But wait a minute. 
some problems. 

Number one, and a big number 
one it is, in the opinion of Easter- 
brook, is science teachers. 

“We have a good staff now,” 
Easterbrook says, ‘“‘but I hate to 
think about trying to replace 
teachers we might lose for one 
reason or another; I hate to start 
out to find teachers for new cours- 
es that we might offer in the 
fields of mathematics and science, 
for it’s getting to a point where 
you can almost say there just 
aren’t any.” 

The reason? It’s simple. 

“So great is the demand for 
scientists and engineers in private 
business, that schools just can’t 
compete with industry, salarywise, 
so young people of scientific abil- 
ity are just not going into the 
teaching field in sufficient num- 
bers’, Easterbrook says. 

“Yet if we are going to acceler- 
ate our training of scientists, we 
must have sufficient teachers to 
do the job. That’s the problem 
that we have to solve first.’’

Beating the Soviet challenge for 
supremacy in missiles and in space 
is our present national headache. 
Our lack of professionally trained 


engineers, spotlighted for. us so 
glaringly by the Sputnik blasts- 
off, is the most serious educational 
problem confronting these United 
States. 
already taken steps to investigate 
the deficiencies in engineering 
education which is now available 
in your state institutions of high- 
er learning, and to devise the best 
and speediest remedies. 


The Assembly interim commit- 
tee on education, through its sub- 
| committee on higher education 
has already held one public hear- 
ing on the matter, and is schedul- 
ing others in the near future. On 
the basis of evidence already sub- 
mitted to the group, it is appar- 
ent that a very real need exists 
for improvement and expansion oy 
training facilities for engineers; 
in order to meet the demands of 
the space era. Positive action to 
meet this need by your legislature 
is being strongly urged, even 
though some questions of inter- 
institutional relationships have 
been made apparent. 


A conclusive demonstration of 
the explosive impact the space 
satellites have had on demand for 
professional engineers is made in 
a two-year-old report authorized 
by the 1953 legislature. The re- 
port calmly concluded that the 
sixteen California colleges and 
universities which then offered 
four year courses in engineering, 
having facilities for less than 2,- 
500 graduates per year, would 
take care of the minimum need for 
engineering graduates until 1965. 
In 1952, a study ordered by the 
University of California reached 
an even more conservative con- 
clusion that California would need 
ho more engineering colleges in 
addition to the six professionally 
accredited ones, ‘‘even if its popu- 
lation should reach 15 or 20 mil- 
lion by 1975.’ Then came Sput- 
nik. 


Contrast these optimistic opin- 


ions with the facts given the sub-| 


committee that California has only 
one student enrolled in accredited 
engineering courses for each 1,380 
of tatal population, as compared 
to a national average of one to 
each 714. Arkansas and West Vir-

As a result, 
engineering graduates of these 
state colleges are handicapped in 
employment opportunities in com- 
parison to those of. accredited 
schools, even though their train- 
ing is fully equal. Representatives 
of engineering industries com- 
plained. that it was useless for 
their companies to offer scholar- 
ships at these state colleges while 
this situation exists, even though 
they are anxious to encourage 
more enrollment in engineering. 

The subcommittee was informed 
that state colleges cannot even ap- 
ply for accredited status at the 
present, even if their facilities and 
courses now fully meet all require- 
ments. An agreement between the 
Regents of the University of Cali- 
fornia and the State Board of Edu- 
cation on the engineering curricu- 
lum in state colleges, entered into 
in 1953, specifically limits the col- 
leges to undergraduate instruc- 
tion, and prohibits seeking ac- 
creditation. And yet these are 
only a few of the problems your 
legislature must deal with to keep 
us abreast in the Space Age.
